The tobacco market is badly out of shape 
The weakening noted some weeks ago had 
gone from bad lo worse, until it has de- 
veloped into a badly demoralized decline. 
It is a discouraging situation indeed when 
Hurley lugs sell al tl and *2. The decline 
bus been general all along the line, and 
has nffected all grades more or less. Thi 
medium grades have perhaps suffered most 
in amount, though ihe percentage ol de- 
cline in lugs and common I. if is largest. 
Grades that were selling readily a month 
ago at from $8 lo *l() are now dull at from 
*t to (i. Trash ia nol unfrequently bought 
at leas lhan tl, and purchases at $1 are 
very common and numerous. While fine 
styles, have 



damaging in these as iu other kinds. There 
is a large amount ol very common and 
badly conditioned tobacco being offered, 
which contributes to bear Ihe market. It 
is bard to tell what is best to do wilh this 
out of order tobacco It will not do lo 
hold, and the market is iu bad shape to 
offer it. The appetite seems now almost 
entirely directed towards colory style. 
These kinds, when sound and iu good or- 
der, are selling fairly well and should pro- 
bably be put on tbe market whenever ready 
But farmers who have a fairly good article 
of Burley leaf can certainly lose nothing 
by holding off awhile. There i. nothing 
to warrant so great a decline in medium 
and good Burleys. We are persuaded that 
• reaction muBt come sooner or later, and 
if Ihe tobacco is in keeping order very lit- 
tle risk will be run in holding awhile. The 
188D crop is nol a large on,*, but it is 
thought that an unusually large portion ol 
it will be of iuferior grade. So tbat there 
is !eaa hope for Ibe low lugs and common 
leaf than for Ihe grades above. 

Dark tobaccos have sympathized with 
the decline iu Hurleya. The decline in 
darka has not been ao great becauae tbey 
ere already ao low, and did not have room 
lull much A good deal of the tobacco 
dog offered uow would pay the farmer 
ucb better if he would scatter it on hit 
rin lor fertilizer instead ol sending it to 
arket. 

The heavy froata ol tbia week caught 
me of ibe lal« cropa, and either scorched 
it or caused it to be cut green, but probably 
not more lhan is usually every year — Far- 
lers Hume Journal.

elected at the August election, 1890. 
said election no one shall be permitted to 
vote unleis he voted for Cleveland and 
Thurman, Wortham or Jolly and is known 
to be n Democrat, rxcept, that persons 
who were under age at the last November 
election, and have since then attuiued ibeii 
majority, or will be Iwenty-one years of agf 
at tbe August election, 1890, and declare 
themselves lo be Democrats and promise 
to support the nominees, in all such cases 
they shall be permitted to vote, but 
person shall be permitted lo vote in c 
other preciuct than one in which be 
sides, and no person shall be permitted to 
vote who has not resided in Breckenridge 
county, at the time ol said primary election 
a sufficient length of time to be a legal 
ter on the day said primary election shall 



liesolred, That when 
journs it shall be to meet again at the 



November 7, 1889, at 11 o' 
compare the poll books aud declare Ibe re- 
sult of said election , and the clerks ol said 
election are directed to deliver 
books to the chairman within three days 
after said November 2d. 

The member of the eommittf e from each 
precinct shall appoint the officers of elec- 
tion for each voting place in bis precinct 
and notify tbe chairman of this 
of his action at least one week before No- 
vember 2d, and upon bis failure lo appoint 
said officers and notify the chairman tbere- 
uf, it .shall be the duty of the chairman to 
appoint said officers and provide for select- 
ing others in the event those selected rail 
to act, provided, however, that said com- 
mitteeman shall still have tbe power to 
select said officers on or before Ihe day ol 
election and if the officers selected by him 
shall be on hand 
election aud hold it, then those selected by 
the chairman shall give precedence lo those 
selected by the committeeman. 

The chairman is authorized and direct- 
ed to have suitable poll-books prepared 
and assesB Ihe tost thereof and the 
pense of holding said election upon 
several candidates, pro rata, and if any 
candidate shall fail upon demand, to pay 
aaid asseasment, bis name shall not be 
plated upon aaid books. 

The election shall be held and conduct- 
ed by two judgea and one cleik at each 
voting place, who ahall certify lo tbe cor- 
rectneaa of the poll-books of their election 
place. 

Kach judge shall, out of said fund, be 
paid tbe sum of one dollar and each clerk 
shall be paid the sum ol tl 60.
